N Ext in value above a Pawne are Bifhops. 

and Knights. The Bifhops walke is, al- 
wayes in the lame colour he is fir.ft placed 1 in, 
forward and backward aflope as far as yon 
pleafe,and the way i$ cleare betwixt him and the 
place you intend to remove him to, fo doth he 
gaardany piece of his own fide ; take any of the 
contrary, and check the adverfe King, which 
unavoided by either taking or cagfing him to .be 
taken up , or interpofing tome piece between 
him and the King, it is Check mate. 

The Knights draught is forward and backward 
on either hand aflope from the place he ftand- 
etbin, tothc next fave one of another colour, 
skipping oyer any piece that ftandeth in bis 
way; and in the fame manner doth he guard, 
lake, and check; which check, becaufe (as the 
Pawnes check) it cannot be covered, the King 
muft either remove out of check or caufe hirn 
to be,taken, for he cannot rake him himfelfe. 'it 
is Check mate. Now the difference of worth be- 
tweenethe Bifhops and Knights is uncertaine, 
fome preferring one, fotne the other, as they 
play beft with either of them themfelves, or ob- 
fcrve it in their adverfary; but generally the 
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4 TtiGmefGtip-fldy 

Knights are more cfteemed. becaufe their walks 
have more variety, that is, into all the fixty 
foure houfes,but a Bilhops walke is,but through 
thirty two of them: A’ Knight likewile goardeth 
three houfes before he doth remove, and eight 
<*<• when he is from thd fide dfthe fHe, Whereas the 
Bifhop goardeth but two houfes in' his firft 
place, and btit foure alterWard; 1‘hir'dly, the 
Knights can guard ohe' another, which the Bi¬ 
lhops cannotdoe, bccanfethey move into One 
anothers colour: Fourthly, a Knights check 
cannot be covered , hut a Bilhdps may, and 't 
cannot fee,but that the two knights and i Kirig 
may give a mate though not fo well as the Bi¬ 
ihops, but it is hard for either of them to tide it.

T He Rocks,Rookesor Dukes walk forwird, 
backward, and fide-wayes in any rank and. 
file-( bat not aflope as the Bimops do) untaany 
pladc; fo alfo doe they guard, take, and check, 
which check, if not avoided the game is loft : 
Now a Rookcs worrhisas great as both a Bi- 
fltops and' a Knights, becaufe he goeth over all 
the board which the Biftiop cannot,and though, 
the Knight may , yet bis remove is con ikied to a 
certaine diftance, when theRookes is unlimited 
where there is no interposition, and although he 
guards namore places then the Biihopdotb, 
yet he can give mate with the King alone,which 
no piece ehe befide the Queen can doe; bisPri- 
viledge is to change with the King as you fbatt 
fee in the Kings Prerogative. 

But the Queen is in value equall to any two 
pieces: Her remove beingibrward, backward, 
iide-waye, and aflope, but not as the Knight 
doth as far as (he will if (he meet no opposition, 
(he in like manner doth guard the pieces of her 
owne fide, take the enemy and check his King 
which unavoided is Mace: She guardeth five 
houfes in her firft place, and eight when (he is 
from the fide of the file, -tfo 
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8 Gintt ef Cbtffe-pUf. 

The King removeth but one honfe at a time 
forward, backward, fide-wayes, and aflope to 
any place not pofleflcd by his owne men, or 
guarded by the enemy where he may take any 
piece of the enemies; but there muft be alwayes 
the diftance of one .houfe between the two 
Kings t for they can neither check nor take ode 
another, he guardejtb as many places as the ; 
Qgecn doth, fcrtf Prerogative is 

Firft, that no piece can take him, but muft 
only falute him with the word check. 

Secondly, whereas his draught is but one 
houfe at a time, yet for his greater fafety, if nei¬ 
ther he nor either of the Rookes have as yet 
ftirred out of their places, and there is no piece 
(landing between them,he may change (or Ca- 
ftle ) with this Rooke, that is, he may goe two 
draughts at once towards this Rooke on which 
hand foever be ftandeth, caufingthe Rooke to 4 
ftand next to him on either fide; this may he 
doe at any time before check, or after check* 

In France the Rook when the King changed, 
goeth into the Kings houfe.

H Aving now difcovered the p!aces,remove?, 
guards, worth and Prerogative of each 
piece, I will now (hew you Come observations in 
the removall of them: but whereas there it 64 
houfes in the Cheffe-board, there may be con. 
fequently as many varieties of games as 64 can 
)>e altered.which are more then there have been 
minutes fince the Creation,therefore there is no 
fuch rule found out at this game, as who (hall 
play according to it, muft neccfTarily win the 
game •• however there may be fuch precepts and 
Jairedions given, that whofoever (hall carefully 
obferve and remetpber upon occafion to put 
them in ufe, (hall have great advantage againft 
him that hath them not, fo that the following 
advifes and Gambetts well ftudied will be iu- 
ftead of a rule to dired you how to advance and 
retire, how to take opportunities, as alfo how 
to deugne upon your adverfary to forefee and 
prevent bis ftratagemes, with a returne upon 
himfelfe: For certainly he that bath before his 
<eyes& in his memorie many games well played 
(hall be able to make fuch obfervations upon 
them, as may hand him in great (lead when ever 
the enemy (hall fall into fuch a -poilure of game

The firft thing therefore yon are to indeavour 
is, to get the firft remove, for it is of great ad- f 

vantage for which gamefters ftrive feverall 
wayes according to their agreement between 
themfelves, but when a game is ended he is to 
have it, who winneth it, uniefle youmakeit o- ; 
therWife. Mow for the firft draught it is gene* 
rally efteemedbeft to remove the Kings ptwne 
two houfes, becaufe if not prevented (by the 
like play) yon may Hill move that pawne for¬ 
ward with good guard, which will be very pre- 
judiciall to the adverfary. ' 1 

Thefecond thing obfervableis to tlay your 
men in good guard of one another, that if any i 

man you advance be taken, the adverfe piece 
may be taken againe by the piece which guar¬ 
ded! yours .* and to this purpofe be (of all 
things ) fare to have as many guards upon one 
of your pieces, as thou feeft the enemy doth ad¬ 
vance of his upon it. 

Thirdly, that thy guardes be of leffe value 
then the pieces he affaileth withall, for then if 
either he or you begin to take you (hall gaine 
Something, if you finde you cannot well guvd 
your piece, fee whether you can advance fome 
piece, of yours in guard to take a better piece | 
forfo you may many times faveyour endanfv
